ſel p;outdently deutſed, neceſſarily attempted,and wel atcheeued by her Maieſties ozder,fo2 defence not only 
of her Pateſtie , but of the very whole body and people of the RKealme from the open furie of Kebelles, 
and intended inuaſtons by out warde enemtes : Hath hereupon thought good and neceſſary to warne al her 
good faithfull ſubtectes,that if any ſuch trapterous 0; lewde and launderous billes oz bookes, in wziting 
02 in pzint,ſhallany wyſe come to the handes of any perſon that can 02 may by readyng ofany part of the 
ſame, finde the ſame to be of ſiche lewde qualities agaynſt her Mateſtie, 02 the Nobilitie of the RKealme, 
0: any of her Counſell , oz tending to the leunder of any other publike eſtate and officer: that immedtatly' 
withourt thewyngo2 repozt oz ſpeeche therofto any perſon, he ſhall bzing and deltuer it to the handes of the: 
Licuetenaunt ofthe ſame Shire,0ztohis Deputie . ©? if in caſe the ſame Lieuetenaunt oz his Deputie 
ſhalbe ſo farre of,as the finder foz pouertie 02 other neceſſary tmpediment cannot ſpeedfly reſozt to them ther- 
with:Then the ſayde fynder ſhall without makyng any other pziuie thereto , bzyngit tothe nert Juſtice of 
peace,oz head Officer that canreade: who being infourmed therof,ſhalexamine the fynder ofthe maner and 
other circumlkaunces,to his diſcretion neceſſary, howe the ſame was founde : And therupon ſhailſeale it vp!

And furthermoze ,if any maner of wziting 02 ſcrolles halhappenin any ſuſpitious maner tocome to the 
handes of any perſon, the ſame beyng not able by readyng to diſcerne what the ſame is , nozknowyng who 
the perſon is by whom he ſhall attayne to it : The ſapde perſon ſo beyng ignozaunt of readpng, ſhall foozth-: 
with hewe the ſame to ſome honelt diſcrete Officer, neareſt to the place,that can reade it. udhofyndyng it to 
be any wyſe ſedittous 0: launderous , ſhall foozth with cary it and the bzynger allo,and deliuer them both in 
lyke maner tothe Lieuetenaunt ofthe Shire,oz other Officer,in lyke maner as if he had ben the firſt fynder 
| Andifanyperſoncan by any meanesdiſcouer who are the aucthours 02 waiters, counſellers,0zconneys 
ersof any ſuch trayterous oz launderous bylles,bookes, oz waitinges,that alredy hath ben oz ſhalbe 
after diſpearſed:the ſame ſo dopng in ſuch ſozt as it may come to the knowledge ofher Maieſtie,oz her 
ſell,halbe ſo largely rewarded , as duryng his oz their lyues they ſhall haue tutt cauſe tothinke them ſelues 
well vſcd. And if ye haue ben any wyſe a partener in the ſame faulte,and yet wplldiſcouer the pzincipalauc- 
thours 02 offenders therin : he ball not onely be fauourably pardoned foz his concealement oz offence , but 
tall alſo be ſo well rewarded,as he ſhall neuer haue cauſe to repent of his diſcouerte . Andifcauſe ſhall ſore- 
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re wiketiodeproetand that all ſuche perſons ſo concealing the ſame, ball 

be attached andcommitted cloſely to the next Gaole, as concealers and 
comuersnd dal not be bayed no dliuered, without erpzeſſcommaundement 0 knowledge 
Licuetenanntes of the Shires,oz the Queenes Mateſtie,oz her pziute Counſell. 

Ind foz the ſuppzeſſing of theſe kindes of ſeedes of Treaſon and Sedition : Her Watettie chargeth 
all her Lieuetenauntes and Officers,to whom the execution hereof may any wiſe appertayne, to be 
ready.carefull, and diligent to the appzehendtng of theſe kinde of wicked ſowers of ſedition, and to the 
fraight examination of all perſons that may be any wile ſuſpected by thetr diſozdzedlines oz ſpeeches, 
0; by any other pzobable meanes, to be parteners hereto, oz otherwiſe ſowers of ſeditious Tales, with 
ſuche ſeueritie as the ſame requireth : Foz lo ts it ſeene very necellary at this time, udherein appeareth 
a malitious,hidden,and cankred purpoſe of ſome wycked number of lewde people, that haue an in- 
warde and greedy deſyze to tyzre vp tumultes and vpzozes, and violently to burſt a ſunder the bandes 
of the publike peace whiche the Kealme entopeth, whereby they and they; like confederates might 

make ſpople and hauocke of all the good Subiectes of the RKealme,and as Traytours make their gapne 
by conſpiring and confederating with fozrepn enemies,to the hazard, oz at the leaſt to the great char- 
ges of the Realme,to be neceſarily ſuſtepned foz defence of the ſame, agaynff fuche attemptes, epther
